In other word s, the un d erlyin g reason why eye­ 
brows will be hoisted over Mrs, Mesta s appoin t­ 
men t is her sex—an d 
that’s n o reason at all. 
Chan ces are that she will kn ow more about Lux­ 
emburg an d Luxemburg will kn ow more about the 
Un ited States after she has been on the job 
year than ever was kn own before. It took more 
than a big ban k accoun t for Mrs. Mesta to win her 
spurs as Washin gton ’s No. 1 hostess. If she could 
learn the ropes in the District of Columbia (69 
square miles, approximately 700,000 people) Mrs 
Mesta should be able to sail the ship of state in 
Luxemburg without even cablin g Washin gton for 
fresh in struction s. 


A Reluctan t Con clusion 
There is a reluctan t con clusion to be reached 
about the limited success of the latest con feren ce 
plain that the min isters, as spokesmen for their 
of the foreign min isters of the Big Four. It is 
govern m en t, lack the power to settle all the prob­ 
lems an d question s of peace. It is plain , too, that 
they n ever had this power. 
It could have materialized on ly with the help 
of a circumstan ce that n ever existed —a shared 
d etermin ation to reach a common gial. As soon 
aa it became evid en t that n o common goal was 
possible, with the Soviet un ion d etermin ed to 
carry out it* policies at an y expen se, the Un ited 
States, Great Britain an d Fran ce fell beck on 
heir own policies. That created a stan d off. 
Whether the latest con feren ce should be called 
a limited success or a limited failure, the fact is 
it d id n ot fulfill an y of the high hopes held out 
lor such con feren ces when the war en d ed . There 
was an in terval whoa optimists believed the ftia- 
tor powers could get together to d ecid e almost 
an ythin g That d ream has been shattered . 
They ©an d ecid e on ly what is ripe for d ecision 
—the liftin g of the seige of Berlin , for example. 
When they meet again in the fall, they may be 
able to reach agreemen t on a peace treaty for 
Austria. But it may be a lon g tim e—an d it may 
n ever come to pess at all—that they can lay d own 
a d efin itive plan for German y. 
• 
The affairs of large population s are n ot sub­ 
ject to ed ict, even if four govern men ts with d i­ 
verse backgroun d s an d aims could agree on the 
ed ict. The cred o that committees, coun cils an d con ­ 
feren ces would be able to d o after World War II 
what had proved impossible when ever it was 
tried in the past has been set asid e with as much 
grace as those who wan ted to believe in it can 
muster, in their d isappoin tmen t. The affairs of 
men can n ot be ord ered by blueprin ts an d master 
policies, because men d o n ot thin k that way. 
That is plain er n ow than it was before the 
ieteat con feren ce of the foreign min isters

An d Alfred Sloan , who isn ’t a politician but is 
well paid for kn owin g what’s goin g on , recen tly 
told a meetin g of Gen eral Motors d ealers that the 
d rift in to state socialism is d estroyin g the con fi­ 
d en ce of in vestors in the future of free en ter­ 
prise. 
No, Vice Presid en t Barkley, n ot all the people 
wan t more govern men t regulation . There are still 
a few million who d on ’t believe politician s are an y 
smarter than the people they’d like to regulate.

IN HOOVER LIBRARY 


Come F r o m All Ov er 
World As Largest 
Collection

PALO ALTO, C al—(U P )— A 
Norwegian forwarded a remark­ 
able set of Nazi occupation post­ 
ers to Stanford univ ersity ’s Hoov ­ 
er library . No money , but would 
the libary please send 
him 
a 
case of Scotch? He has to enter­ 
tain a lot of foreigners. 
A woman editor in war-rav ag­ 
ed Greece sent the library 
a 
v aluable 
collection 
of 
under­ 
ground newspapers. 
Would ths 
library please send a one-v olume 
Shakespeare? 
The 
Nezis 
had 
burned her books. 
Similar incidents are countless 
But it is mostly the diligent and 
sometimes fearless work of a 
world-flung staff that has made 
the Hoov er library on war, peace 
and rev olution today the world’s 
largest collection of 20th century 
social literature. 
Now, with eight floors of the 
library interior completed after 
wartime construction delay s, li­ 
brary 
emplay es 
a r e 
shelv ing 
many of the v aluable World War 
I and postwar documents recent­ 
ly acquired 
Built at a cost of $7 5 0,000, the 
28 5 -foot new Romanesque tower 
now has 14 
floors of working 
space. 
They house more than a 
million items collected 
in 
60 
countries, in 35 languages. 
Included are rare, secret me­ 
moirs of foreign chancellors and 
cabinets, significant state papers 
of Rev olutionary parties and gov ­ 
ernments, 
There are ev en some 
300 sealed env elopes, some oi 
which cannot be opened for many 
y ears. 
The library today is also a 
teaching 
institution, 
offering 
post-graduate courses to those 
preparing themselv es 
for 
gov ­ 
ernmental or priv ate serv ice in 
international affairs. It conducts 
research in many fields. 
It was while directing relief 
operations in Europe after World 
War II that 
former 
President 
Herbert Hoov er got the idea of 
a library to house documents On 
the causes and consequences of 
war and rev olution and the prob­ 
lems of peace. 
Specifically , the story goes, it 
was while crossing the 
North 
Sea in 19 14 that he decided to 
take the lead in establishing such 
an institution. 
Instead of being 
concerned about enemy mines in 
the North Sea. he was reading in 
Andrew 
White’s autobiography 
the observ ation that most of the 
French rev olutionary documents 
had been lost. 
Helped by Pershing 
Hoov er talked Gen. J ohn 
J . 
Pershing out of 15 members of 
the AEF. 
Most of them 
were 
historians of v arious rank. Hoov ­ 
er set them to work and soon ma­ 
terial was flowing by the bale, in 
empty food ships, back to Stan­ 
ford, from where 
Hoov er 
was 
graduated in 18 9 5 . 
Today , the library maintains 
full-time collectors 
in 
sev eral 
countries, but it still gets ma­ 
terial through luck or the de- 
Germany J ulius Streicher’s per­ 
sons who want to help in build­ 
ing up the library , “ a tower to 
peace.” 
An American sergeant, a form­ 
er Stanford student, spotted in 
GGerrhany J ulius Streicher’s per­ 
sonal file of his Nazi newspaper, 
Der Sturmer, and forwarded it to 
the library . 
There’s no telling 
what 
the 
day ’s mail will bring forth from 
the staff collectors, or hundreds 
¡of contributors. 
By freight and 
mail, the documents pour in, at 
present faster than they can be 
catalogued and shelv ed. 
And no one knows what’s 
in 
some of the 300 sealed collec­ 
tions, deposited with stipulated 
dates 
for 
opening. 
There’s a 
j persistent rumor they include the 
memoirs and dairy of Mata Hart.

Bigger Pork Supply 
Due, Reports Show 


WASHINGTON, 
Ju ne 23 — 
(AP)—Bearing ou t earlier fore­ 
casts of b igger pork su pplies to 
come, an agricu ltu re department' 
su rvey today pu t the 1949 spring 
pig crop at 59,040,000 head. This 
is an increase of 15 per cent over 
last year’s spring crop. 
Spring pigs will provide the 
cou ntry’s pork su pply du ring the 
coming fall and winter. 
The larger su pplies of pork 
will b e offset to some extent, 
however, b y smaller su pplies of 
b eef and lamb . 
At the same time, the depart­ 
ment forecast a 1949 fall pig crop 
of ab ou t 37,000,000 head. Thu » 
compares with the 1948 fall crop 
of 33,995,000 head. Fall pigs will 
go to slau ghter mark et in the 
spring and su mmer of 1950. 
If the fall 
crfip 
forecast 
is 
b orne ou t, the total produ ction of 
pigs for 1949 wou ld b e ab ou t 96,- 
000,000 head — the largest since 
1943, when a record crop of 121,- 
800,000 was produ ced. Last year';: 
produ ction was 85,261,000 head. 
In showing a spring crop of 
slightly 
more than 
59,000,000 
head, the su rvey su pported pre­ 
dictions b y Secretary of Agricu l­ 
tu re Brannan that heavy fall and 
winter mark etings of hogs may 
force produ cer prices b elow an 
average level of $16.50 for 100 
pou nds gu aranteed b y the gov­ 
ernment. .

Government livestock experts 
have said that if today’s su rvey 
indicated a spring crop of more 
than 58,000,000 head, the su pply 
of pork later in the year prob ab ly 
wou d b e larger than consu mers 
wou ld b u y at prices necessary to 
assu re farmers of price gu aran­ 
tee.

to create a 
brand new govern­ 
ment department, called the de­ 
partment of welfare 
This was one of the seven plans 
he laid before congress this week 
as part of a program to reorgan­ 
ize the government and make it 
run better.

000 employes, is bigger than three 
government departments: 
The Labor department has only 
3,500 employes; the State depart 
ment has 20,000; the justice de­ 
partment, 26,000. Next in size is 
the commerce department with 
40,000. 
Now Truman wants to create 
a new government department 
by changing the name of the FSA 
to that of the department of wel­ 
fare. The FSA was established 
in 1939 but Truman says creation 
of a department of welfare is 
long overdue. Why? He says of 
the FSA: 
“The central purpose 
of 
the 
FSA is the conservation and de­ 
velopment 
of the human re­ 
sources of the 
nation . . The 
range of its programs and the 
significance of their impact upon 
national development obviously 
entitle it to a place in the high­ 
est rank of federal organizations.” 
The FSA now has a number of 
agencies under its wing. If it be­ 
came the Department of Welfare 
Truman would want it to keep 
those agencies which promote the 
health, welfare and social security 
of the people.

DISEASE THAN 


POLIO; CLAIM 


( 


By PAUL D, DEATON 
COLUMBUS, J une 23—(INS) 
—One of the summer time, v aca 
tion time diseases which causes 
public health 
authorities 
ev en 
more concern than the dreaded 
polio is a man’s disease—a young 
man’s disease. 
This is typhoid fev er and it* 
nephew, paratyphoid. 
Dr. Charles E. Freebie, head 
of the communicable diseases di­ 
v ision of the State Health depart­ 
ment explains 
that 
typhoid is 
spread by the four F*s. These are 
food, fingers, flies and feces, 
with the emphasis on food and 
its attendants, milk and water. 
Freebie says the disease pri­ 
marily attacks young people and 
that males seem to be slightly 
more susceptible than women.

He explains the 
this fashion: 
“ Young people, and particu­ 
larly the boys are more likely to 
wander down the road a piece. 
They take a drink when they’re 
thirsty and their food where they 
find it. 
Older Folk Safe 
“ The old folks, they stay a lit­ 
tle closer to home where things 
are run a little more on a sys­ 
tem."’ 
Freebie says “ carriers" spread 
the disease too, but little is known 
about how they accomplish that 
without killing themselv es. The 
carriers are persons who bear ty­ 
phoid germs in their bodies with­ 
out being sick themselv es. 
Usually they are people who 
hav e had typhoid, Freebie says, 
but still they don’t run true 
to the usual theories of immunity. 
The doctor says carriers fre­ 
quently are women and the germs 
often lodge in the gall bladder. 
He explains that a carrier can be 
controlled by law but that public 
health workers much prefer to

indiv idual concerning his respan- 


persuasion rather than force. 
The two solutions open to most 
carriers. Freebie says, 
are 
to 
hav e the gall bladder remov ed or 
to stay away from preparation of 
food for the public. 
Freebie says there’s some rea­ 
son for the high rate of reported 
polio cases, but the thing that 
irks his soul is that typhoid goes 
right along at a steady rate from 
year to year. 
This is particularly irritating, 
he says, when you consider that 
so much is known about typhoid. 
Freebie says: 
“ In the case of polio, they don’t 
know which v irus causes it, but 
in typhoid, they’v e known the 
v irus for years. They know what 
causes it, how it’s spread and all 
about it. Still the disease goes on 
taking liv es, causing thousands of 
cases 
of 
illness 
and 
sucking 
money from the public and pri­ 
v ate purse." 
Points Out Cases 
He points out that there were 
116 cases and eight deaths from 
typhoid in Qhio in 1947 and 148 
cases and 12 deaths in 1948. So 
far this year there hav e been 65 
cases but no deaths reported. 
Freebie grows excited when he 
recalls that 
the 
whole 
affair 
could be “ v irtually « riped out" 
by observ ance of a few simple 
measures. These are: 
1. Personal cleanliness. 
2. Av oidance of impure food, 
water and milk. 
3. Control of carriers. 
4. Immunization. 
5 Sewage control. 
The health official says typhoid 
in Ohio is centered in the south­ 
eastern part of the state. Accord­ 
ing to a health department chart 
cov ering the years 1934 and 1947, 
Scioto, 
Lawrence, 
Fulton 
and 
Pike counties were the worst in 
the state with Fulton prov iding 
the exception to the rule. In the 
next 
bracket 
were 
Fayette, 
Adams, Sandusky, Washington, 
Pickaway, Meigs, Clinton, Mon­ 
roe, Morgan and Athens coun­ 
ties in descending order of se­ 
v erity.

receip ts fro m Virginia. Kentucky 
and Tennessee. 
The p o rk p rice declines ranged 
fro m two to 10 cents a p o und, 
but there were indicatio ns the 
do wnswing was levelling o ff as 
receip ts dwindled. 
Meat buyers said ho t weather
